Jackson  Township,  Prior  to  tne  fall  of  1836  there  were  only  two  other 
settlers  in  the  township.  Grandfather  (Jesse  Jlyler)  had  bought  24C  acres 
from  the  government  in  1835  at  $1,25  per  acre,  lie  had  a  man  clear  a 
small  spot  and  posribly  have  some  logs  ready  to  build  a  house  of  tro 
cabins  with  a  breeze  way"  between  them.  Grandmother  rode  in  a  side 
saddle  on  a  horse,  with  a  six  weeks  old  baby  in  her  arms.  It  was  Uncle 
Basil,  who  was  bom  July  6,  1836,  They  lived  in  a  tent  for  six  weeks, 
with  not  enough  rain  to  spoil  their  living  quarters  in  the  tent.

father,  Jacob,  the  oldest  son,  then  almost  fifteen  years  cld, 
drove  two  yoke  of  oxen,  with  a  horse  in  the  leed  the  last  seventy  miles 
of  the  trip  -  from  Jimcie, 

In  moving  to  Indiana  from  near  hay  ton,  Onio,  it  took  two  weeks; 
arriving  October  15,  1836,  They  had  two  wagons;  a  one-horse  wagon,  & 
wagon  with  a  yoke  of  oxen  with  one  horse  in  tne  lead,  one  home  for 
wife  and  baby,  with  a  little  girl  riding  behind  the  mother.  The  father, 
one  son  and  four  daughters  occupied  one  wagon.  Xne  oldest  son,  Jacob, 
drove  the  ox  teams.  Tne  norses  were  turned  loose  at  night:  two  wandered 
away,  one  was  found  near  Huntington;  the  other  was  never  found. 

Jacob,  my  father,  stayed  at  home  until  he  was  twenty  three  years  of 
age.  Then  he  did  saw  milling  and  worked  in  Ohio.  .-.fter  grandfather 
died  in  1847  he  returned  home  and  stayed  with  his  mother  until  the 
younger  children  were  reared. 

In  the  early  days  they  took  tneir  corn  and  wheat  to  Port  7,'ayne  to 
have  it  ground.  Coesee,  Indiana  was  one  of  the  stopping  places  on  the 
way.  It  took  two  or  three  days  to  make  the  trip. 

In  1853  father  married  lydia  Taylor  of  Coe^se,  He  built  a  house  on 
his  mother’s  farm.  Lydia  died  in  1856,  leaving  two  little  girls,  Jary 
and  Alice,  who  were  cared  for  by  grandmother  and  the  single  aunts. 
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On  October  30tn  I860  he  married  Hartha  Hnoop,  my  mother,  They

Grandfather  Knoop  gave  mother  a  134  acre  farm.  They  moved  to  it 
before  Teh.  25,  1865  when  John  was  born  there.  The  last  of  the  Knoop 
children  were  married  by  J&rch  1865.  Grandfather  Kaocp  was  a  fleshy* 
man#  and  grandmother  was  afraid  that  he  might  collapse  in  throwing 
down  hay  from  the  mow.  They  asked  father  and  mother  to  come  and  live 
with  them.  They  went, 

lather  took  charge  of  the  big  farm  and  managed  it,  getting  all 
the  crops  for  himself,  until  grandfather  died  in  1869,  after  which 
father  rented  tne  farm  until  the  estate  was  settled,  Amelia,  .Elizabeth, 
Charles  and  Ilartha  were  born  there.  At  one  time  grandfather  owned 
1600  acres  of  land,  He  gave  each  one  of  hie  children  a  farm. 

In  1877  father  and  mother  moved  back  to  their  own  farm  and  lived 
in  the  old  house,  where  I  was  born  Jan.  10,  1878.  Grandmother  Knoop 
went  with  them. 

In  1882  the  brick  house  was  built.  It  included  &  room  for  each 
grandmother  on  the  first  floor.  It  hac  a  full  basement  witn  &  stone 
wall  foundation,  Grandmother  Knoop  gave  father  some  money  because  sne 
wanted  to  live  with  them,  and  she  wanted  a  room  of  her  own. 

I  think  both  father  and  mother  must  have  been  very  considerate  of 
their  mothers,  and  easy  to  get  along  with,  as  both  of  them  wanted  to 
live  at  our  house.

VSThen  the  house  was  being  built  they  were  very  much  crowded  in 
the  old  house,  which  had  only  four  rooms  and  an  attic.  iwo  of  father'  e 
sisters  living  near  tried  to  keep  Qrandnother  ICyler  with  them,  but  she 
would  not  stay  long.  Aunt  -laris  Pence  had  tv;o  eons  and  one  girl. 

Aunt  Amelia  had  one  son*  Aunt  hllen  Strong  had  a  son.  Grandmother  was 
quoted  as  saying  that  Jake  would  moke  room  for  her.  maybe  she  liked  to 
be  where  things  were  going  on. 

lather  bought  71  acres  more.  i*y  mother  was  postmistress  during 
the  Civil  War.  The  mail  was  brought  from  Warsaw  by  horseback  to  the 
old  iiyler  larm.  A. neighbor  could  not  write  to  her  husband  and  son  in 
the  army,  iiother  would  write  for  her.  All  she  ever  said  was  that  she 
was  well  and  all  the  -neightoro,  as  far  as  she  knew,  were  well  too. 
ilother  would  ask  about  their  crops  and  their  animals,  so  it  would  seem 
a  little  like  a  letter  from  home,  for  the  soldiers  had  to  pay  25>z  to 
get  it. 
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
